A light voter turnout on 
Monday elected two city offi¬ 
cials, Police Officer Alan Lam¬ 
bert (a former city councilman) 
and Recreation Director Deb¬ 
bie Dick to the two soon to be 
vacated Romulus School 
Board seats. 

The two will replace incum- 
bents President Julie A. 
Oleszkowicz and Trustee Ju¬ 
dith A. Gondek, who will be 
stepping down after a final 
board meeting later this 
month. 

The campaign featured few 
major differences between the 
candidates on issues of con¬ 
cern to the public, thus the 
scant turnout of 1,116 voters 
occurred and the two candi¬ 
dates with the best name rec¬ 
ognition won. 

Ironically the rumor that 
Lambert, who has had dreams 
in the past of running for 
mayor, resurfaced midway in 
the school trustee race. Nu¬ 
merous election watchers said 
Lambert was using the school 
board race as a trial run for a 
future run for mayor. 

Lambert said he too heard 
the rumors, but discounted 
them since he has no plans at 
the moment other than to 
serve on the Romulus School 
Board. 

The heaviest contributing 
factors to both Lambert’s and 
Dick’s wins were their almost 
insurmountable absentee bal¬ 
lot totals. 

Lambert polled 181 and 
Dick attracted 165 votes in the 
absentees, well ahead of Sheri 
Hicks, 104, Eddie Woods 62 and 
Theodore Armstrong’s 43. 

The unofficial totals for all 
the precincts were as follows: 
Lambert, 541; Dick, 506; Sheri 
Hicks, 376; Eddie Woods, 366 
and Armstrong, 100. 

Complaints by some resi¬ 
dents of a possible conflict of 
interest against Dick (because 
she serves as a city depart¬ 
ment head) apparently did not 
concern the majority of Mon¬ 
day’s voters. 

Dick on Tuesday morning 
expressed concern over the 
small turnout of voters, but 
“thanked everyone who took 
the time to vote on Monday.” 

Lambert also had some con¬ 
cerns about the low turnout, 
but wanted to thank those who 
took time out to vote and also 
said it “was an honor to run on 
a ballot with other quality can¬ 
didates, who stuck to school is¬ 
sues rather than digging up 
personal matters against their 
opponents.” 

He urges the unsuccessful 
candidates this year to con¬ 
sider running again next year. 

The newly elected board 
members will assume their

district direction or policy ap¬ 
pear in the offing. 

One issue - the signing of a 
teacher contract -- appeared to 
be a strong matter with several 
of the candidates. But top 
school district leaders feel 
those statements may be tem¬ 
pered somewhat when Lam¬ 
bert and Dick see the actual 
financial breakdowns on the 
salary issues. 

Other matters facing the 
new board will be: how to im¬ 
prove student access to schol¬ 
arship funds statewide and 
nationally, future growth of 
any teamwork between the city 
and school district, amount of 
support for a new city pool- 
recreation department com¬ 
plex and in a few years the ap¬ 
pointment of a successor to 
Superintendent Dr. William 
Bedell. 

Long time trustee Howard J. 
Kesner will become president 
of the board in July. He back¬ 
tracked somewhat prior to 
Monday night’s meeting as to 
whether he would retire at the 
end of his current term in 1999. 
“There may be some sur¬ 
prises,” he said at an informal 
gathering in Bedell’s office 
prior to the results of Monday’s 
balloting were anmnounced. 

After winning re-election 
three years ago, Kesner had 
said he would retire from the 
board in 1999 the same year 
his youngest daughter gradu¬ 
ates from Romulus High.

‘The Truman Show’ could change your life

I have high hopes for “The Truman Show”: I hope 
it wall be this generation’s Catcher in the Rye or The 
Feminine Mystique. By this I mean that it’s powerful 
message will change lives. 

If you wonder why I compare this movie to two 
fifties books, it’s because 40 years ago, books could 
still change your life. 

Feminism wouldn’t have happened when it did if 
it weren’t for The Feminine Mystique or Peyton Place , 
two books that, for better or worse, gave a hopeful vi¬ 
sion of a different kind of life to bored housewives in 
the ’burbs - or so they say. (It’s hard for a guy to know 
for sure.) 

But I do know that Catcher in the Rye changed the 
way boys thought and behaved in the fifties and ear¬ 
ly sixties. It’s rejection of fifties conformity and polite 
public language inspired the rebellion against the 
Leave it to Beaver norms that us nostalgia buffs re¬ 
vere. 

Though great books, like last year’s American Pas¬ 
toral , are still written, they no longer change lives be¬ 
cause too few people take books seriously. Popular 
books are now read purely for entertainment or es¬ 
cape. It’s the age of Ann Rice and John Grisham. 

Popular movies, from Casablanca to Titanic, of 
course, have always been entertaining and, at best, 
moving. That’s why we love them. 

Now along comes “The Truman Show,” which is 
entertaining and moving (so entertaining and mov¬ 
ing that I won’t ruin the plot, so read on). What’s 
more, it contains new perspectives that I hope stimu¬ 
late a lot of thinking about what controlled lives we 


all live. 

Here’s the 
premise: a 
corporation 
adopts baby 
Truman and 
turns his life 
into a 24-hour 

television show. The rest of the movie is the story of 
Truman’s discovery of his predicament, and his 
struggle against the show’s creator to get out of this 
controlled world. 

The audience I watched with cheered the fight 
and grew tense when the show’s creator said, “We 
accept the reality of the world with which we’re pre¬ 
sented; it’s as simple as that”; or plays hardball when 
Truman tries to escape. 

This is how boys and young men used to react to 
Catcher in the Rye. They rooted for the hero as he 
fought fifties conformity. 

Though many don’t realize it, the fifties were non¬ 
conformist compared to the nineties because fifties 
conformity was consensual. People conformed be¬ 
cause their families, neighbors, employers, and 
teachers demanded it Now hundreds of thousands 
of laws, mostly created by appointed judges and 
bureaucrats, require conformity and limit oppor¬ 
tunities. 

Truman shows the way out In the theater, audi¬ 
ences are with him. 

The test will be if the audiences carry on Tru¬ 
man’s fight outside the multiplex.

Wayne-Westland 
school district’s 
disingenuous 
duplicity dismays 
Sassafras Trails 
supporter 

To the editor: 

In the beginning, five years 
ago, the Wayne-Westland 
School District unwittingly es¬ 
tablished a value of $480,000.00 
to save 10,000-year-old Sas¬ 
safras Trails from bulldozing. 
Friends of Sassafras secured 
$520,000.00 of taxpayer money 
from DNR for preservation. 
The appraisal for DNR then 
validated the true value at 
$1,125,000.00. Conceding to a 
TV2 Hall of Shame appear¬ 
ance, and great community 


support for preservation, the 
Board of Trustees on May 19, 
1997 supported a resolution in¬ 
structing then Supt. Duane 
Moore to finalize the DNR of¬ 
fer to preserve Sassafras 
Trails in perpetuity. They did 
not make a resolution to pre¬ 
serve only part of it. 

Actual acceptance of the 
check was lengthily delayed by 
the School Administration’s 
claim of glitches in the DNR 
Contract. The truth of that de¬ 
lay can be found in the knowl¬ 
edge that the District had 
already offered the adjacent 
Wilson School for sale. The 

7- 23-97 Galaxy Builders pro¬ 
posal to buy was accepted on 

8- 29-97. Only then, on 9-22- 97 
one month later, was 
$520,000.00 accepted from 
DNR for preserving Sassafras. 
(Lots 567 thru 631 are deleted 
from DNR Title). 

This timeline sale switch 
placed the preservation of Sas¬ 
safras in danger. In this real 
estate plan the Wilson School 
had to be sold first. The DNR 
sale had to fall into second 
place. (Enter conflict between 
legal and unethical.) The Gal¬ 
axy proposal to buy Wilson 
School is described as acres, 
13.54 acres. This description 
nicely conceals the inclusion 
of Sassafras forested and wet¬ 
land lots #567 thru #631 deliv¬ 
erable to the developer. 

However, the School Dis¬ 
trict later describes the Wilson 
School in the title as lot nu¬ 
mbers 437 thru 631. That listing 
includes lots 567 thru 631 
which are wetlands and for¬ 
ested, intended for Sassafras 
preservation. That title was 
delivered on Mar. 20, 1998 to 
Wildwood Associates One, 
L.L.C. 

To DNR the School District 
describes Sassafras by 1st nu¬ 
mbers in their Title (easement) 
delivered 9-22-97. School Dis¬ 
trict also supplied copy of Plat 
map to DNR. The wetlands 
and wooded lot numbers 567 
thru 531 at entrance to Sas¬ 
safras were conveniently de- 
leted from DNR title 
(easement). 

The School District survey 
dated 10-25-96 supplied to 
DNR shows lot numbers on the 
major wildlife acreage of Sas¬ 
safras Trails. The same survey 
does not show any lot numbers 
within the outlined Wilson 
School area. However, the 
Wilson School area is desig¬ 
nated by lot numbers on the 
same plat map from which the 
Sassafras lot numbers were 
obtained for the offering to 
DNR. 

In Lansing, DNR depended 
on the survey and plat map 
supplied by the School District 
to define the property they 
were purchasing for preserva¬ 
tion. They accepted the survey 
and plat map in good faith. It 
was impossible for DNR to 
know that a significant part of 
Sassafras Trails was not being 
included. 

Mr. Bill Schmidt, Wildlife 
Supervisor of DNR Real Es¬ 
tate Division in his inter-office 
memo dated 2-14-96, states that 
he, personally inspected the 
property. He surely intended 
that the natural water stream 
and heavy wooded area within 
lots #567 thru 631 would be 
destined as a major part of the 
DNR Purchase for perpetual 
preservation. 

City of Westland Assess¬ 
ment Roll for 1998 indicates 
the outlined Wilson School 
Area on plat map had never 
been legally separated from 
the total area of Sassafras 
Trails. No legal requirement 
existed to include forested and 
wetland lots #567 thru #631 in 
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the sale to Galaxy Builders. 
This fact also appears in the 
Westland Community Schools 
Title Policy, Schedule B. spe¬ 
cific requirements #3: “Cap¬ 
tioned land appears to be 
assessed (with other land not a 
part of this commitment) ...” 

School Board minutes of 
Aug. 18, 1997 show no discus¬ 
sion pertaining to the precise 
property being sold as Wilson 
School property. 

The August 18, 1997 School 
Board Resolution to sell 
Wilson School describes the 
land only as “certain surplus 
property”. 

Was our inattentive School 
Board deliberately out¬ 
smarted by the Administra¬ 
tion? Was DNR out-smarted by 
the School Administration and 
the unwitting School Board? 
Were all of the citizens of 
Michigan, who provided the 
money for the preservation of 
Sassafras Trails, also out¬ 
smarted? 

Is this the kind of smarts we 
want to guide the education of 
our children?

Reeves’ 2 HRs power Glenn into state quarterfinals

It wasn’t beautiful but third- 
year Westland John Glenn 
baseball coach Todd Duffield 
will take his first-ever Division 
I title anyway. 

“When there’s a total of 31 
runs scored, you got to wonder 
what is happening out there,” 
said Duffield whose recharged 
Rockets dismantled Taylor 
Kennedy 17-14 in the champi¬ 
onship round of the Division I 
playoffs Saturday at Southgate 


Anderson to claim the title. 

“I don’t think I have ever 
been involved in a playoffs 
game like this one. They get 
seven runs in one inning and 
we come back and get six in 
the seventh. It is kind of scary.” 

Duffield and the Rockets 
should have saved some of 
their 19 hits and 17 runs for 
Tuesday afternoon. That’s 
when, weather permitting, 
they were scheduled to play 
Brighton, the No. 1 ranked 
team in the state this year. 

Brighton has a phenomenal 


37-2 overall record, after ham¬ 
mering Walled Lake Western 
12-4 in their regional champi¬ 
onship game. 

Glenn’s went to the state 
quarterfinals with a respect¬ 
able 17-15 record. 

“They are awesome,” com¬ 
mented Duffield on their quar¬ 
terfinal opponent’s strength. 
“Whatever you have heard or 
read about them it’s true. 
We’re looking for weaknesses 
to exploit, and do you know 
what - there just aren’t any.” 

The winner of Tuesday’s 


quarterfinals advances to the 
state semis, scheduled for Fri¬ 
day at Battle Creek. 

The state finals will be 
staged on Saturday also in Bat¬ 
tle Creek. 

In the meantime, Glenn may 
have paid dearly for its victory 
over Kennedy. Slugger Tim 
Reeves, who drilled two 
homers at the regionals, may 
have fractured his ankle and 
may not be in the lineup for 
the quarterfinals. 

Here is Duffield’s explana¬ 
tion on the extent of the injury: 


“He (Reeves) hit his foot on 
one of the bases the wrong 
way. A preliminary exam indi¬ 
cates Tim may have fractured 
a bone, and if that proves the 
case, we may not have him for 
the quarterfinals.” 

Duffield said he talked with 
his senior slugger, who told his 
coach he “would give it a try 
and see what happens.” 

After scoring four runs in 
the first inning and a single 
run in the second, Glenn lost 
the lead in the bottom of the 
second when Kennedy got to 


Rocket starter Josh Utley for 
seven runs. 

Utley was removed for re¬ 
liever Greg McCollum, who 
came in and retired the side 
and picked up the victory, de¬ 
spite a cliffhanging five-run 
Kennedy sixth. 

The hottest pitcher during 
the regular season, Utley has 
had more than his share of 
problems in the post season. 
He issued six walks and hit 
one batter in his brief appear¬ 
ance against Kennedy.

Dr. Equilla Bradford on 
Friday said that she will not 
recommend that popular 
Robichaud Head Football 
Coach Bob Yauck be re¬ 
hired as the varsity coach 
this fall. 

Yauck, one of the most 
successful football coaches 
in the area, if not the state, 
has been with the team for 
the past 28 years and has 
coached such greats as for¬ 
mer University of Michigan 
All-American and New York 
Giants’ running back Tyrone 
Wheatley and Tyja Arm¬ 
strong, presently with the 
St. Louis Rams. 

“My decision is final,” Dr. 
Bradford said. “A year ago, 
Mr. Yauck had asked me to 
allow him to coach the team 
one more year. We agreed. 
He now says that he wants to 
continue as coach. 

“I can’t allow that. I need 
a full-time administrator at 
the high school. And I feel 
the (teaching) staff is losing 


out during the football sea¬ 
son when Mr. Yauck is 
coaching.” 

Yauck also is the princi¬ 
pal at Robichaud High, the 
only high school in the West- 
wood School District that 
serves some 2,500 students 
who live in the cities of Inks¬ 


ter and Dearborn Heights. 

Dr. Bradford added she 
will post the position this 
week and invite qualified 
candidates to submit re¬ 
sumes for review and con¬ 
sideration. She said she

Year end budget shows $750,000 surplus

The second revision of the 
1997-98 General Fund Operat¬ 
ing Budget was presented to 
the school board last week.

THE CITY OF ROMULUS, WAYNE COUNTY, MICHIGAN, HEREBY ORDAINS: 

Section 1: Chapter 17 of the Romulus City Code is hereby amended to add a heading “Article 
I" and to amend Section 17-1 and to add Article II entitled “Liquor License” including 
Sections 17-20 through 17-38 as follows: 

ARTICLE I. GENERAL BUSINESS LICENSE

(b) A separate application shall be filed in writing with the city clerk and forwarded to the 
departments of police, fire, planning and community development, and treasurer/finance;

J^oath or affidavit, and shall contain the following statements and information: 

(1) The name, age and address of the applicant in the case of an individual; or, in the case 
of a co-partnership, the persons entitled to share in the profits thereof; in the case of a 
corporation or limited liability company, the objects for which organized, the names 
and addresses of the officers, directors or members; and if a majority interest in the 
stock or membership is owned by one (1) person or his nominee, the name and address 
of such person. 

(2) The citizenship of the applicant; his place of birth; and, if a naturalized citizen, the time 
and place of his naturalization. 

(3) The character of business of the applicant; and in the case of a corporation, the object 
for which it was formed. 


Sec. 17.1. Short Title. 

This Article shall be known and may be cited as the General Business License Ordinance of 
the City of Romulus, Michigan. 

' ARTICLE IL LIQUOR LICENSES 
Sec. 17-20. Definitions. 

The following words, terms and phrases when used in the article, shall have the meanings 
ascribed to them in this section, except where the context clearly indicates a different 
meaning: 

Alcohol means the produce or distillation of fermented liquid, whether or not rectified or 
diluted with water, but does not mean ethyl or industrial alcohol, diluted or not, that has been 
denatured to otherwise rendered unfit for beverage purposes. 

Alcoholic liquor means any spirituous, vinous, malt or fermented liquor, liquids and com¬ 
pounds, whether or not medicated, proprietary, patented and by whatever name called, 
containing one-half of one percent (1/2 of 1%) or more of alcohol by volume which are fit for 
use for beverage purposes. The commission shall defme and classify alcoholic liquor accord¬ 
ing to alcoholic content as belonging to one of the varieties hereinafter defined. 

Beer means any beverage obtained by alcoholic fermentation of an infusion or decoction of 
barley, malt, hops or other cereal in potable water. 

Commission means the State of Michigan Liquor Control Commission. 

Spirits means any beverage which contains alcohol obtained by distillation, mixed with 
potable water or other substances, or both, in solution, and includes wine containing an 
alcoholic content of more than twenty-one (21) percent by volume, except sacramental wine. 
Topless activity means activity that includes, but is not limited to, entertainment or work- 
related activity performed by any of the following persons on the licensed or unlicensed 
premises in which the human breast area, including the nipple, or more than one-half (1/2) of 
the area of the breast, is directly exposed or exposed by means of see-through clothing or a 
body stocking. 

a. licensee 

b. an employee, agent or contractor of the licensee; and 

c. a person acting under the control of or with permission of the licensee. 

Wine means the product made by the normal alcoholic fermentation of the juice of sound, ripe 
grapes or any other fruit with the usual cellar treatment, and containing not more than twenty- 
one (21) percent of alcohol by volume, including fermented fruit juices other than grapes. 
The definitions contained in the Michigan Liquor Control Act, Act 8, RA. of 1933 (Ex. Sess.), 
as amended, and in the Administrative Rules of the Michigan Liquor Control Commission are 
hereby adopted by reference. 

Sec. 17-21. Number of licenses permitted. 

The city council may establish by resolution the number of establishments within the city in 
which the sale or consumption of alcoholic liquor, beer, wine or spirts shall be permitted. The 
number of such establishments may be less, but in no case greater than the number of such 
establishments permitted by law of this state. 

Sec. 17-22. State license. 

No person shall engage in the business of selling alcoholic liquor, beer, wine or spirits for 
consumption in the City of Romulus or allow dancing by customers, or topless activity by 
customers, employees or both in the City of Romulus without fust obtaining a liquor license, 
dance-entertainment permit or topless activity-entertainment permit therefor, as required by 
the statutes of the State of Michigan. 

Sec. 17-23. Council approval. 

No person shall sell alcoholic liquor, beer, wine or spirits for consumption on the premises 
within the City of Romulus or allow dancing by customers or topless activity by customers or 
employees or both in the City of Romulus, without fust having obtained the approval of the 
council of the City of the application for the license or permit as required by the statues of the 
State of Michigan. 

Sec. 17-24. Use of license in connection with restaurant operation required. 

The council shall not approve any new application for a license to sell beer and/or wine and/or 
spirits for consumption on the premises unless the use of the license shall be in connection 
with and incidental to a bona fide restaurant operation, in which at least fifty (50%) percent of 
the gross receipts are from food and non-alcoholic beverages for consumption on the 
premises. The determination as to whether such operation exists or will exist shall be made by 
the council and a decision by a roll call vote of five members shall be conclusive. This section 
does not apply to the transfer of an existing license on the date of this ordinance. 

Sec. 17-25. Application for license. 

(a) In addition to such application(s) as may be required by the Michigan Liquor Control 
Commission for licensing by the State of Michigan, application shall be made to the 


(4) The length of time said applicant has been in business of that character; or in the case 
of a corporation, the date when its charter was issued. 

(5) The location and description of the premises or place of business which is to be 
operated under such license. 

(6) A statement whether applicant has operated or made application for a similar or 
another license on any premises other than described in this application, and the 
disposition of such license or application. 

(7) A statement that applicant has never been convicted of a felony and is not disqualified 
to receive a license by reason of any matter of thing contained in this article or the laws 
of the State of Michigan. 

(8) A statement that the applicant will not violate any of the laws of the State of Michigan 
or of the United States or any ordinances of the City of Romulus or the administrative 
rules of any regulatory agency in the conduct of its business. 

(9) An accurate record and history of any liquor license complaint violations by the 
applicant, by a corporation or entity the applicant has worked for or had a substantial 
interest in, or by a parent of subsidiary corporation of the applicant for the immediate 
preceding five (5) years. 

(10) The application shall be accompanied by building and site plans showing the entire 
structure and premises, and in particular the specific areas where the license is to be 
utilized. The plans shall demonstrate adequate off-street parking, lighting, refuse 
disposal facilities, and where appropriate, adequate plans for sound barriers and noise 
control. 

(11) The total cost in dollars to be expended by the licensee for the licensed premises. 

(12) The menu for the proposed licensed establishment, together with a breakdown of the 
anticipated revenues from food and nonalcoholic beverages, alcoholic beverages and 
other revenues. 

Sec. 17-26. Restrictions on licenses — Persons. 

No such license shall be issued to: 

(1) A person whose license has been revoked for cause. 

(2) A person who, at the time of application or renewal of any license issued hereunder, 
would not be eligible for such license upon a first application. 

(3) A co-partnership or a limited liability company, unless all of the members of such co¬ 
partnership or limited Liability company shall qualify to obtain a license. 

(4) A corporation if any officer, manager or director thereof, or a stock owner or 
stockholders owning in the aggregate more than five (5) percent of the stock of such 
corporation, would not be eligible to receive a license hereunder for any reason. 

(5) A person whose place of business is conducted by a manager or agent, unless such 
manager or agent possesses qualifications similar to those required of the licensee. 

(6) A person who has been convicted or found responsible for a violation of any federal or 
state law or Administrative Rules of the Michigan Liquor Control Commission con¬ 
cerning the manufacture, possesion or sale or alcoholic liquor, or similar violation of 
another state or country. 

(7) A person who does not own the premises for which a license is sought or does not have 
a lease therefor for the full period for which the license is issued. 

(8) Any law enforcement official or any member of the council, or to any such official 
having interest in any way, either directly or indirectly, in manufacture, sale or 
distribution of alcoholic liquor. 

Sec. 17-27. Same-Premises. 

No license or permit shall be issued to operate premises: 

(1) Where there exists a violation of the applicable building, eletrical, mechanical, 
plumbing or fire prevention codes, applicable zoning regulations, or applicable public 
health regulations. 

(2) Unless the sale of beer, wine or spirits is shown to be in connection with and incidental 
to a bona fide restaurant operation. 

(3) Where it is determined by a majority of the council that the premises do not, or will not 
reasonably soon after commencement of operations, have adequate off-street parking, 
lighting, refuse disposal facilities, noise or nuisance control, or such new construction 
or remodeling as proposed would not be completed. 

(4) Where council determines by majority vote that the location proposed for a licensed 
liquor establishment or dance-entertainment permit or topless activity permit will have 
an adverse effect on the community, with consideration given to traffic safety condi¬ 
tions, accessibility to major streets or highways, distance from public or private 
schools, impact on adjacent residential districts, zoning classifications and the availabil¬ 
ity of parking. 







Sec. 17-28. Term of license or permit 

Approval of a license or permit shall be for a period of one (1) year subject to review by the council upon 
continued compliance with the regulations of this article. Approval of a license or permit shall be with the 
understanding that any necessary remodeling or new construction for the use of the license or permit shall 
be completed within six (6) months of the action of the council or the Michigan Liquor Control 
Commission approving such license or permit, whichever last occurs. Any unusual delay in the 
completion of such remodeling or construction may subject the license or permit to revocation. 

Sec. 17-29. Ann ual license and/or permit review. 

The council may undertake a review of any license or permit at any time for purposes of making 
recommendations to the Michigan Liquor Control Commission regarding renewal of said licenses or 
permits. Council shall consider whether a licensed establishment has been operated during the existing 
license year in a m ann er consistent with the provisions of this chapter and all other applicable laws and 
regulations and whether continued operation of the licensed establishment is reasonably likely to affect 
adversely investment in real property in the neighborhood of the establishment, and this consideration 
shall include, inter alia, entertainment, events or promotions, and whether impact upon the neighborhood 
is otherwise contrary to the peace, order and tranquility of the community. 

Sec. 17-30. Revocation of license or permit 

Each establishment within the city for which a liquor license or permit is granted shall be operated and 
maintained in accordance with all applicable laws and regulations and in a clean and sanitary manner, 
meeting the approval of the health department. Upon any violation of this section or any section of the 
Romulus City Code, the council may, after notice and hearing, request the Liquor Control Commission to 
revoke such license and/or permit as hereinafter provided. 

Sec 17-31. Procedure for recommendation of a license or permit or of nonrenewal or revocation. 

(a) Before approval of a license or permit or transfer of a license or permit or filing any objection to 
renewal or request for revocation of a license or permit with the Michigan Liquor Control Commission, 
council shall serve the licensee or proposed licensee by first class mail, mailed not less than seven (7) 
days prior to hearing, with notice of a hearing, which notice shall contain the following: 

(1) Notice of proposed action. 

(2) Reasons for the proposed action. 

(3) Date, time and place of hearing. 

(4) A statement that the licensee may present evidence, any testimony and confront adverse witnesses. 

(b) Said hearing shall be open to the public and notice of said public hearing shall be mailed to each 
residence within three hundred (300) feet of the property of the licensed establishment or proposed 
establishment, and shall be published in a newspaper of general circulation in the City of Romulus. 

(c) Following hearing, the council shall submit to the license holder or proposed licensee or permittee and 
the commission a written statement of its findings and determination. 

(d) No license or permit shall be approved or revoked or not renewed unless approved, revoked or not 
renewed by a roll call vote of four (4) members elect of the council. 

(e) In the case of an approval of a license for a tavern or class “C” license in a development district that 
complies with MCLA 436.17K the council shall also concur in the findings of Downtown Develop¬ 
ment Authority. 

Sec. 17-32. Criteria for nonrenewal or revocation. 

The council may recommend nonrenewal or revocation of a license or permit to the Michigan Liquor 
Control Commission upon a determination by it that, based upon a preponderance of the evidence 
presented at public hearing, any of the following exists: 

(1) Violation of any of the restrictions on licenses or permits or any provision of the Romulus Code or 
any other law or ordinance or statute and the Administrative Rules or provision of the Michigan 
Liquor Control Act 

(2) Maintaining of a nuisance upon the premises, including, but not limited to, any of the following: 
a Existing violations of building, zoning health, fire prevention or regulatory codes. 

b. A pattern of patron conduct in the neighborhood of the licensed establishment which is in 
violation of the law and/or disturbs the peace, order and tranquilty of the neighborhood. 

c. Failure to maintain the grounds and exterior of the licensed establishment, including litter, 
debris, refuse blowing or being deposited on adjoining properties. 

d. Entertainment without a permit and/or entertainment which disturbs the peace, order and 
tranquility of the neighborhood. 

e. Any advertising, promotion or activity which by its nature causes, creates or contributes to 
disorder, disobedience to rules, ordinances or laws, or contributes to the disruption of normal 
activity of those in the neighborhood of the licensed establishment. 

Sec 17-33. License or permit approval procedure. 

No license or permit under this chapter shall be approved unless approved by a roll call vote of four 
(4) members elect of the council. 

Sec 17-34. Approval of dty departments. 

Before the approval of the council is given of the issuance, renewal or transfer of a liquor license or 
permit, the application for such issuance, renewal or transfer shall be referred to the following city 
departments: Planning and community development, police, fire and treasurer/finance. The written 
report of all such departments certifying compliance with all applicable laws and regulations shall be 
received by the Gerk before such application shall be approved by the council. 


Sec 17-35. Payment of obligations to dty. 

All personal property taxes and all real property taxes and application fees and all other obligations 
due and payable to the city shall be paid which relate to any premises for which a liquor license or 
permit is sought to be used before the council shall approve the issuance, transfer or renewal of such 
license or permit. 

Sec 17-36. Discretion of council. 

Nothing in this chapter shall be construed to require the council to approve any application nor to 
limit the discretion granted to the council by Section 17 of Act No. 8 of the Public Acts of Michigan 
of tl\e 1933 Extra Session (MCL 436.17, MSA 18.988), as amended, except as expressly provided for 
in this chapter. 

Sec 17-37. Bowling establishments. 

In cases where the sale of alcoholic liquor for consumption on the premises is conducted in 
connection with a bowling alley, all sale, delivery and/or consumption of alcoholic liquor shall be 
carried on within the limits of an area physically separated by walls from the premises where the 
bowling is carried on. The walls shall extend from the floor to the ceiling and access doors shall be 
kept closed except when actually being used for ingress or egress. No alcoholic liquor shall be sold, 
delivered and/or consumed within the area devoted to bowling at any time unless a concourse permit 
is approved by the city and issued by the Liquor Control Commission. Violation of this provision 
shall be considered to be grounds for the council to request the revocation or refuse to approve the 
renewal of the liquor license for such establishment. 

Sec. 17-38. License Fees. 

The council by resolution shall establish from time to time the application fees to be paid with all 
applications required by this Chapter. 

Section 2. Saving Clause. Nothing in this Ordinance or in the Code hereby adopted shall be 
construed to affect any suit or proceeding pending in any court or administrative body, or any rights 
acquired, or liability incurred, or any cause or causes of action acquired or existing, under any Act. or 
Ordinance hereby repealed by this Ordinance: nor shall any just or legal right or remedy of any 
character be lost, impaired or affected by this Ordinance. 

Section 3. Severability. Should any word, sentence, phrase or any portion of this Ordinance be held 
in a manner invalid by any court of competent jurisdiction or by any state agency having authority to 
do so for any reason whatsoever, such holdings shall be construed and limited to such work, sentence, 
phrase or any portion of the Ordinance held to be so invalid and shall not be construed as affecting the 
validity of any of the remaining words, sentences, phrases or portions of this Ordinance. 

Section 4. Conflicting Ordinances. All prior existing ordinances adopted by the City of Romulus 
inconsistent or in conflict with the provisions of this Ordinance are, to the extent of such conflict or 
inconsistency, hereby expressly repealed. 

Section 5. Penalies. Any person who violates the provisions of the Ordinance shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor punishable by a fine of not more than $500.00 and/or by imprisonment of not more than 
ninety (90) days or both. 

Section 6. Readings. This Ordinance shall be given a first reading on May 11, 1998, shall be enacted 
on May 26, 1998 and shall be published on or before June 11, 1998 and shall be effective June 11, 
1998.

Since the introduction of the 
Nissan Maxima in 1981, it has been 
the perennial sales leader in the 
upper middle import sedan 
segment.

Which 
provides a sportier look, and a 
more comfortable ride. 

Nissan's flagship sedan has 
refreshed styling for 1998, enhanc¬ 
ing the sleek, smooth, luxurious 
shape. Maxima's sophisticated, 
yet sporty, new looks were 
achieved through a series of 
enhancements that include a new 
front grille (chrome on GXE and 
GLE), jewel like headlamps, new 
front and rear bumper fascias, and 
newtaillights. 

Other major exterior refine¬ 
ments include 16 inch aluminum 
alloy wheels and integrated fog 
light design. While in the cabin of 
this Maxima, you will also notice 
that there are some changes to the
